AUSTRALIA. 
New South Wales — Communicable Diseases. 

During the two weeks ended April 28, 1913, communicable dis- 
eases were noted as follows: Diphtheria 302 cases, with 11 deaths; 
poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) 4 cases; scarlet fever 70 cases; 
typhoid fever 131 cases, with 10 deaths. 

Special incidence of communicable diseases was noted as follows: 
Diphtheria in 9 localities, greatest number of cases 15; scarlet fever in 
3 localities, greatest number of cases 9; typhoid fever in 6 localities, 
greatest number of cases 11. The population of New South Wales in 
1902 was- 1,395,600. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
Trieste— Typhus Fever on Vessel. 

Consul Totten reports: The steamship Vorwarts arrived at Trieste 
from Turkish ports June 4 with 11 cases of typhus fever on board. 
To June 13, 3 of these cases had terminated fatally. 

CHINA. 

Amor — Communicable Diseases. 

Acting Asst. Surg. Bonthius reported June 2 the prevalence at 
Amoy of measles, plague, smallpox, and typhus fever. 

Hongkong— Plague— Plague-Infected Rats. 

Surg. Brown reports: During the week ended May 19 there were 
notified at Hongkong 24 cases of plague with 21 deaths. 

During the same period 2,444 rats were examined for plague infec- 
tion. Thirteen rats were found to be plague infected. 

Consul General Anderson reported by telegraph July 8, the occur- 
rence of 17 cases of plague.
